Election day is over and the Re­ 


publican nominee, W . C. Davidson, de­ 


n ted Mayor • Charles F. Bough, the 


Prohibition candidate, 
by 679 votes, 


the largest majority ever given a Re­ 


publican candidate for that office. 


The 
municipal 
campaign 
which 
dosed yesterday was a hot one. Hard­ 
ly any person exoected the majority 
of Davidson to be so large, and on all 
sides were heard the statement that 
the race between Davidson and Bough 
would be close, and there would not 
be 200 votes between them. 
They 
based their rtatements on the 
fact 
that a great many things had beefi 
said about 
the church 
people sup^ 
porting Bough, and that they did to 
some extent is shown by his vote, 
1,102. 
The success of Davidson was made 
assured by his friends, who left no 
stone unturned to land him a winner, 
and there is no doubt he is tho most 
popular candidate the party has had 
in many years, and those who know 
him best state that he w ill make a 
splendid chief executive for the city.

While it is generally accounted that 
the sheep and Angora goat furnish 
most of the revenues to the rancher iii 
the broken and wooded country south 
of the Staked plaius and west of the 
Colorado river, it is nevertheless a fact 
that the razorback bog contributes a 
full share. 
Probably there is no coun­ 
try anywhere lietter adapted to the 
production of cheap pork. 
The bills 
are covered with cedar and a great va 
rletv of scrub oak trees, aud the can­ 
yons and river valleys are heavily 
wooded with pecan and Spanish wal 
nut, so that there is always an abun 
dance of excellent mast, and it might 
be mentioned that the cedar berries are 
considered equal to corn in lard pro 
ducing qualities. 
With this sort of feed, whkib is a1 
ways abundant, tile expense t f care 
and feeding is removed, the animals 
simply running at large over the coun­ 
try. so that the only outlay required 
is that of the first cost of a few head 
for a start. 
Running loose in this way 
they are not subject to the diseases 
co m m o n to flu* hog in the sty or feed 
lot, an d . being excellent lighters, they 
bold their own with the wolves and 
other wild animals which prey on the 
sheep and goats. 
Thus they multiply 
very rapidly. 
Iii order to get the benefit of the In­ 
crease In bis stock, however, it is nec­ 
essary for the rancher to get his mark 
on the pigs. 
As this, owing to the 
roughness of the country and the wild 
nos** of the sows, is no small task, it is 
generally the custom for a1) the hog 
owners In a given section to turn out 
together with their dogs and prac­ 
tically “round up” the range. 
Compared with one of these “hog 
hunts 
a cattle “round up" Is a quiet 
and commonplace affair. On the morn­ 
ing appointed the dogs are turned loose 
and started out on a hog trail, ami the 
mort ride after them just as on a wolf 
chase. 
As the pigs cannot bold out 
very long one of them Is soon caught. 
arui his squeals bring back the rest of 
the bunch to bls ald. 
As soon as the 
pig is free the sows form a circle 
around the pigs, from which they now 
and then dash out at their tormentors 
and all the while grunting like the tai 
tllng of a hundred old wagons. By the 
time the uproar bas reached its full 
height the hunters ride up aud hiss the 
dogs on to seize the sows. 
When one 
Is caught, two men go to the assistance 
of the dog. one with u club to beat off 
the other hogs, the other with a bit of 
tope to tie the one seized. 
When all 
of them have thus been put out of 
the way of fighting, the 
pigs 
are 
fought and marked. 
Then the sows 
are given their liberty, and the dogs 
Ntart out on a new trail. 
When It hap 
pens that there are hogs belonging to 
several different men, the pigs are sim 
ply divided. 
While the work of “marking” is more 
Uke sport thin labor It is not less ex 
filing than that of getting the hogs 
ready for market, for as it Is impost?!

While it is generally accounted that 
tlie sheep and 
Angora goat furnish 
most of the revenues to the rancher in 
the broken and wooded country south 
of the Staked plains and west of the 
Colorado river, it is nevertheless a fact 
th a t the razorback hog contributes a 
full share. 
Probably there i s d o coun 
try an y w h e re better adapted to the 
production of cheap pork. 
T he hills 
are covered with cedar and a great va­ 
riety of scrub oak trees, and the c an­ 
yons a n d 
river 
valleys a re heavily 
wooded with pecan and Spanish wal­ 
nut, so that there is alw ays an a b u n ­ 
dance of excellent mast, and it might 
be mentioned th a t the cedar berries are 
considered equal to corn in lard pro­ 
ducing qualities. 
With this sort of feed, which is a) 
ways a b u n d a n t, the expense c f care 
and feeding is removed, the animals 
simply ru n n in g a t large over the co u n ­ 
try, 
h o t h a t the only outlay required 
Is th a t of the first cost of a few' head 
for a start. 
Running loose In this way 
they m e not subject to the diseases 
common to the hog in the sty or feed 
lot. and, being excellent lighters, they 
hold their own with the wolves and 
other wild an im a ls which prey on the 
sheep and goat*. 
T hus they multiply 
very rapidly. 
lu order to get the benefit of the In 
crease in his stock, however, it Is nec­ 
essary for the rancher to get his m ark 
on the pigs. 
As this, owing to the 
roughness of the country and the wild 
ness of the sows, is no small task, it is 
generally the custom for all the hog 
ow ners In a given section to tu r n out 
together with 
their dogs and 
prac­ 
tically "round up” the range. 
Com pared with one of these "hog 
h u n ts’' a cattle "round up” is a quiet 
and commonplace affair. On th e m orn­ 
ing appointed the dogs a re turned loose 
and started out on a hog trail, and the 
tnert ride a f te r th e m just as on a wolf 
chase. 
As the pigs cannot hold out 
very long one of them Is goon caught, 
and his squeals bring back the rest of 
tin* hunch to his aid. 
As soon as the 
pig is fr**o the sows form a circle 
around the pigs, from which they now 
and thou d ash out at their to rm entors 
and all the while g ru n tin g like the rat 
tllng of a hundred old wagons. By the 
time the uproar has reached its full 
height the hu n ters ride up and hiss the 
dogs on to seize th e sows. 
W hen one 
Is caught, t wo men go to the assistance 
of the dog. one with u club to beat oft 
the other hogs, the other with a bit *>t 
rope to tie the one seized. 
W hen all 
of them have thus beeu put out of 
the way of fighting, the 
pigs 
are 
caught and marked. 
T h en the sows 
are given their liberty, and the dogs 
start out on a new’ trail. 
When It hap 
pens that there are hogs belonging to 
several different men, the pigs a re slm 
ply divided. 
While the work of "m a rk in g " Is mot* 
like sport thffu labor It Is not less ex 
citing than that of getting th e hogs 
ready for market, for as It Is Impossi 
hie to drive them a n y distance—even t* 
the corrals at the ran ch es—It Is uece* 
Hnry simply to butcher them out in the 
hills. 
So along !u the early part of tin 
winter, after the uew m ast bat* fallen 
and the hogs are as fat as they will 
get. the ranchers load their wagons 
with salt, grub, kettles and lard cans 
take their dogs and W inchesters ami 
strike out for the hills. 
They make 
cutup ueai some spring or w a te r hole 
and then begin the work of "killing.' 
which includes the reudering of the 
lard and salting of the meat. 
It Is like 
s 
great 
liuut 
W h enev er a wagon 
load of lard and meat has been p u t up 
it is taken to the nearest ranch and 
left there until the "killing" season Is 
over; 
then 
It 
is 
loaded agaiu and 
freighted to the ueaivat railroad point, 
where it is sold at the m a rk e t price. 
It Is said that ouly one m an in that 
country ever tried driving his hogs to 
market. 
T h a t was " I'n c le " Beu P e p ­ 
per. who lives a few miles above J u n c ­ 
tion City, on the South I.lano river. 
He had. be supposed, about 800 bead of 
fat bogs, aud the idea of thut "killing" 
worried him 
So he hired all the men 
in the country, got all the dog* in Kim 
ble and Edward* counties and "round 
•d up 
all the bogs to be found

WEBSTER DAVIS RESIGNS 


HIS SECRETARYSHIP.

W ashington, April 8.—The form al 
resignation of W ebster Davis as assist­ 
ant secretary of the interior was sent to 
the president through his private secre­ 
tary. 
At th*' W hite House no state- 
I m ent was obtainable concerning the res- 
; ignition other than the fact th at it had 
I been received, aud the officials declined 
1 to say w hether it would be accepted. 
Mr. Davis decided to resign because 
I of the acceptance cf un invitation to 
deliver a lecture on the South African 
I w ar, and he felt that as an official he 
could in t express his views w ith such 
1 freedom as he could as a private citi- 
; zen. 
The invitation was extended by 
non-partisan citizens of 
W ashington 
and was not inspired in any way bv per­ 
sons directly connected w ith Boer in ­ 
terests. 
Mr. Davis >aid in p a rt: 
“ It is purely a m atter of svm pathv on 
m y part. 
I went to S aith A ; i -a un 
prejudiced, visited both annie.-, -aw 
much of the British soldiers and )*• <*ple, 
and also much of the Boers. 
After see­ 
ing what I did. I made up mv mind tin t 
the canst! of rite Boers was just. 
‘‘W hen I entered the train at Pretoria, 
on my return home, fully 2,(HK) men and 
women, m ostly 
women, whose hus­ 
bands and fathers aud sons were at the 
front, gathered tit the station to bid me 
goodby, anil as the tears rolled down 
m any of t hir faces, they made flu' last 
request of me that I do everything 
w ithin ray power upon my return home 
to let the Am erican |M**»pl** know of 
their exact condition; to let them know 
how they had been abused and out­ 
rageously m isrepresented by the E ng­ 
lish. 
‘‘The English correspondents have no 
trouble in getting their dispatches over 
the cable lilies, as they ar** controlled 
absolutely by the British, while it is im ­ 
possible tor inform ation regarding the 
situation from the Boers’ stand i** .int to 
reach the American people. 
It I did 
not, as a free Am erican, decide to listen 
to their appeals, my conscience would 
burn and the faces of those suffering 
people, as brave and as noble as God ever 
let live in any land, would haunt me as 
long as I live. 
“I am . therefore, determ ined to do 
everything in m y hum ble way to assist 
them . 
T heir cause is ju st and in God 
is their trust, and in the light of the 
past history of the American people 
who w ent through the same struggle, I 
believ*! the Boers will w in." 
Mr. Davis was asked w hat course he 
would have the people of this country 
pursue in order to assist the Boers.

replied: 
“ Do anything and everything 
w ithin their power, mid let Greu't B rit­ 
ain and the w orld know that the sym pa­ 
thies of the American people are not 
w ith G reat B ritain, but w ith the Boers 
and in the interests of hum anity aud 
civilization.

Southwest Missouri Is full of strange 
earth formations that are called “nat­ 
ural” curiosities In spite of their uu 
naturalness 
The earth Is full of caves 
and sink holes. 
One of tlx* most cele­ 
brated of these is the Grand Gulf, in 
Oregon county, about four miles from 
j Koshkonong 
If is a sort of canyon, 
in shape not unlike a horseshoe and 
1 serves the purpose °f a drainage bed 
, in the wet season for a 12 mile area of 
i hills. The canyon Is 220 feet deep, w’ith 
a natural bridge in one place and a 
subterranean lake and river that opens 
at one end. 
The river only exists du r­ 
ing the wet season, for the earth at 
the bottom of the canyon is porous 
and absorbs the water. The lake, how­ 
ever. is full the whole year roll id. 
This cave, 
containing 
the subter 
ranean river and Inke, had never been 
explored to the end till the sum m er of 
1KS5, when Pat Foley, a saloon k eep er 
from Thayer, with a companion |h*i 
formed the exploit. 
Foley had made 
two trips before Into the, cave, but hail 
not been able to secure a companion i 
courageous enough to persevere in the 
enterprise 
Each man had weakened 
and returned before the end of the 
cave was reached. 
On the third trip, i young man 
however. Foley had with him a m an 
of courage. 
The entrance to I ho cave is wide and 
deep The bed Is of broken stones, over 
which trickles a tiuy stream of water 
in the dry season.
